Long was shot as he walked in a corridor near the governor's office

He was given a blood transfusion shortly before midnight. 

Long was perfectly conscious as physicians worked over him. When 
told by Dr. Arthur Vidrine, superintendent of Charity hospital in New 
Orleans, that his would would have to be cleaned, Long said: 

“Go ahead and clean it!” 

Long’s last words before he was shot, just after the house of repre- 
Sentatives, in special session, had adjourned until tomorrow, were: 

‘‘Be here in the morning boys.”

| ances allegedly suffered by employes 
of Italian consulates. 


The plans of the emperor’s “brain 
trust” to get some rest away from 
the capital were frustrated as they 
were flooded with messages concern- 
ing Geneva developments. 

Protectorate Idea Scorned. 
A French proposal that an Italian 


similar to that of England over 
Iraq, was rejected flatly by govern- 
ment officials. 

They pointed out that Haile Selas- 
sie has consistently turned down all 
suggested solutions of the crisis in- 
volving any kind of domination over 
his empire. 

A suggestion that Ethiopia be po- 
liced by an international force, as the 
Saar once was, aroused lively inter- 
est, but in the absence of details of- 
ficials maintained an attitude of re- 
serve. 

Some sources suggested that such 
a formula might be the basis for the 


the empire. 

These sources expressed a convic- 
that if Premier Benito Musso- 
lini were given any kind of supremacy 
under international auspices, he soon 


would make Ethiopia an Italian col- 


ony. 

The newly organized Ethiopian Red 
Cross Society appealed to the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross and other benevolent 
institutions for doctors, medicine and 
field hospital units. 

Seek American Aid. « 

“We appeal to the great heart of 
the American people for help,” the 
announcement said, asserting that 
doctors, bandages and comforts 
Ethiopian * soldiers “were woefully 
lacking. 

Vinci-Gigliucci’s recalling of all 
Italian consuls from the interior of 
Ethiopia to Addis Ababa was the su- 
preme topic of conversation through- 
out this capital. 

Some Ethiopians interpreted’ the 
minister's action as a prelude to even- 
tual evacuation of all Italians, _in- 
cluding the legation, in preparation 
for a possible war. 

Americans and other foreigners, 
however, believed he recalled the con- 
suls from the interior to safeguard 
their lives and to prevent any further 
incidents. 

The minister himself told the As- 
socigted Press that if war came sud- 
denly, Italians in distant roadless 
areas of the empire might be ma- 
rooned and suffer violence as bel- 
ligerents at the hands of Ethiopian 
natives. 

He expressed a belief it would be 
much safer and easier to evacuate 
the consuls from Addis Ababa, where 
they could make'a quick exit by rail- 
wav to Diibouti, French Somaliland. 

Vinci-Gighueei said the series ot 
incidents against which he protested 
began with an assault August 15 on 
an Italian diplomatic courier whose 
assailant he said had not yet been 
punished,

“After a five-months waiting pe- 
riod, business was started strongly 
upward again,” the survey said. 

“Prospects for the remaining

months of 1935 are brighter for the 
business executive; prospective gains | 
in business must be shared with work- | 
ers in the form of jobs and wage in-| 
creases if we are to have a balanced | 
‘and permanent recovery, | 
| “The last four months of 1935 may | 
well bring the highest level of indus- 
trial operations and earnings for any 
similar period since 1930. 

| Healthiest Upturn. 

| “The present upswing is the health- 
‘jest thus far; it.is the first not due | 
to government spending or currency 
action, the first which seems due 
chiefly to inherent economic strength, 

“Dividend payments in August ex- 
ceeded last year by $11,000,000, or 4 
per cent; the steel industry is out of 
the red for the first time since 1930. 

“With these signs of increased in- 
dustrial earnings, much depends on 
the workers making a new drive now 
for higher income.” 

A revival of the lagging heavy in- | 
dustries, the survey said, “should | 
mean more jobs where unemployment 
has been particularly severe.” 

Farm machinery orders were re- 
ported up 75 yer cent the first half 
of the year. Auto sales increased by

“Production was checked by a short- |

trial earnings not paid out in wages, |

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NO WAY TO STOP IT 

Two solicitors in the 
racket, detected by officers in the 
act of checking over their ‘‘take’’ 
for the day, were last week taken 
before the recorder’s court, where 
they. were assessed fines of $27. 

Such senténces are no way in 
which to put an end to an iniquitous 
racket that is milking the public of 
thousands of dollars a week, with 
the ‘‘profits”’ going to underworld 
characters. 

With fines of this size, the lottery 
operators could pay a dozen solici- 
tors out of jail each day and still 
be ahead of the game. 

Lottery racketeers brought be- 
fore the higher courts have been 
given stiff fines on their first ap- 
pearances and fines and jail sen- 
tences following subsequent arrests. 
The recorders should either impose 
the limit of the law in their courts 
for similar offenses, or else they 
should bind over those brought be- 
fore them in order that they might 
be given in the higher courts sen- 
tences more commensurate with 
their offense against the community 
welfare. 

While one of the king bees of the 
lottery racket in Atlanta has recent- 
ly been killed and another is now 
serving time on the chain gang, 
others have sprung up to take their 
places and huge illegal profits are 
still- being taken from gullible men 
and women willing to ‘take a 
chance” despite the fact that the 
odds are against them. 

The worst phase of the racket 
situation is that the revenues from 
the various ‘‘games’’ have been 
utilized in the building of the first 
underworld in the history of At- 
lanta. Gang killings, hi-jacking and 
other tactics similar to those from 
which the gang-ridden cities of the 
north and west are now ridding 
themselves have put in their appear- 
ance here for the first time. 

If arresting officers are backed 
by the courts by the imposition of 
stiff fines and prison terms for those 
convicted of operating the rackets, 
progress toward their elimination 
can be made—but it cannot be if 
$27 fines are imposed. 


GEORGIA SMALL GRAINS 


Preliminary reports released by 
the Census Bureau of the Federal 
Department of Agriculture disclose 
a definite shift in Georgia from the 
all-cotton program of past years to 
amore comprehensive plan of di- 
versification in crops. This is par- 
ticularly true of eastern counties of 
the state, where increased acreages 
of wheat and corn are noted. The 
increase in wheat in some counties 
runs’ as high as 600 per cent in 
4935 as compared with 1929. 

Farmers who are making 
changes in their agricultural 
gram are the ones who will suffer 
least under the decreased 
production plan, for by raising their 
own food and feed, with a small sur-

Low acre yields are a reflection 
wpon the grower; they simply mean 
that the farmer does not know how 
to increase the fertility of his soil.

Health Talk

One foolish notion about lumps in 
the breast is that they may be mas- 
saged away or caused to disappear by 
rubbing in various medicaments. 
While the majority of such lumps are 
not of serious nature, ocasionally they 
are the beginning of dangerous 
growths. If the lump happens to be 
‘malignant, cancerous, thén rubbing 
or squeezing may break down the del- 
leate wall that nature is trying to 
|build around the primary cancer cells 
_to prevent spreading of the growth. 
| Massage forces some of the cells into 
the lymphatie or drainage channels 
‘and through these channels they 
|spread to other parts of the body. 
'The competent physician is particular- 
ly careful in examining such lumps 
,to avoid this very possibility. 
| Another popular notion which is 
‘dangerous is that such a lump in 
‘the breast is not cancer unless it is 
,painful. The truth is rather the con- 
\trary. That is, if a lump is painful 
‘at the beginning, the chances are it 
‘is benign in character and will re- 
‘quire no treatment. But a lump 
‘which is discovered accidentally and 
‘is not painful is more likely to prove 
the “beginning of cancer. Too often 
doctors hear this tragic exclamation: 
“Why, doctor, I didn’t think it could 
be serious, because it has never giv- 
'en me the slightest pain!”

career 23PER CENT IN YEAR 


Virtually All Classes of Col- 
lections Show Increase 


Over Last Period. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—(UP)— 
A 23 per cent gain in federal tax 
collections in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, because of improved business 


and new tax levies, wag reported to- 
night by the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue. 

Total tax collections rose to $3,- 
299,435,572 from $2,672,239,195 in 
the preceding 12 months. 

Virtually all classes of tax collec- 
tions showed large gains over the 
previous year with income taxes sup- 
plying nearly a third of the collec- 
tions, 

These brought in $1,099,230,388, 
against $817,025,340 last year; pro- 
cessing taxes accounted for $526,222.,- 
358, against $371,422,886: tobacco, 
$459,178.625, against $425,168,897 
and beer $215,563.897, against $89,- 
951,747 

In addition to the heavy tax collec- 
tions the government during the last 
fiseal year assessed taxpayers $332, 
105,910 for underpayment of taxes, 
compared with assessments of $328,- 
188,721 in the previous fiscal year.

We are told the Egyptian babies 
in ancient times had white ‘skins; but 
the bright sun tanned and browned 
them as the years went by. 

Little rain falls in Egypt, but the 
Nile river supplies water for crops. 
Each year it rises in flood, and the 
people save the fleod waters in reser- 
The flood 
also leaves a rich new layer of mtd, 
and this is another great aid to the 
farmers. The river is so important 
that Egypt has been called “the Land 
of the Nile.” 

Some of the olden methods of han- 
dling flood waters are used by Egyp- 
tians of today. For example, the 
“shadoof” is employed, as it was thou- 
sands of vears ago. 

In tombs and on temple walls in 
Egypt are all manner of pictures.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 8.—It was an early spring aft- 
ernoon in Augusta. But a few months ago. 


Through the door of the lounge room of the Augusta 
National clubhouse came two stocky figures, Bobby 
Jones and Lawson Little, one the gieatest golfer the 
game ever knew and the other holding the British and 
American amateur championships. 


Little had finished with a 72 for a score of 288 for the) to. 


four rounds. It was par golf. 
several strokes below the lead. 


“I’m glad I came to this tournament,” he said, as 
they seated themselves before the wood fire that burned 
in the old fireplace. “I think it was what I needed.” 
That was last spring. 


Monday morning Lawson Little walks to the starting tee 
at the country club as the 39th annual national amateur golf 
tournament begins with a chance at one of the most remark- 
able records in golf. 


Behind him are the British and American champion- 
ships of 1934 and the British amateur championship 
of 1935. If he can survive the succeeding shocks of 
18-hole matches over the rolling fairways and bunkered 
greens of Cleveland’s championship course with its 14 
dog-leg holes, he will have won his fourth consecutive 
amateur title. 


There is many a slip ‘twixt the tee and the cup in any golf 
match but the amateur “ee. lg tag with their long run of 
18-hole matches, provide more than their share. Yet 
has won 23 consecutive matches over one American and two 
British courses. 
eight more which he must conquer to win and complete that! 
cycle, 31 in all. It seems impossible yet he is the favored one. 


TWO HUNDRED AND SEVEN GOLFERS. 


There are 206 golfers between Little and this fourth cham- 
pionship. And four of them are Atlantans. The golf tradition 
which Bobby Jones and Alexa Stirling gave to Atlanta, 
marches on. 


Charlie Yates is here, the Western amateur cham- 
pion. And Julius’ Hughes is here with his fine game. 
And it may be that luck, which has passed him by in 
southern tournaments, will break for him here. He has 
the game. All he needs is a bit of the destiny. And 
Crawford Rainwater, medalist in the state tournament, 
is here with a bye for the first round. And Charley 
Dannals Jr., with a steady game, completes the Atlanta 
challenge. 

It isn’t a faltering challenge, because any one of the four 
might be touched by the wing of fortune and do the job. Yet 
it requires a great deal of luck in these tournaments where a 
twig or a heel print may nullify all the great golf in one’s game. 


Little’s way isn’t easy. Because he is the target. 
There is just one opponent here for the 206 golfers 
and that is Little, the 207th man. He finds himself in 
the same old position which Bobby Jones used to oc- 
cupy, that of the target, a sort of clay pigeon of the 
links. 
They know they have everything to gain by winning and 
nothing to lose by losing. So every opponent Little faces will 
simply forget to worry and shoot all he has at the target. 

It might easily happen tomorrow. There are so 
many good golfers here, well-known in their own com- 
munities but unknown here, that almost any one of 
them may have the game to win. Little meets Rufus 
King. King was a trapshooter at the age of 15 and 
won a national title. He has played golf but three 
years, yet already he has won two state titles and is the 
pride of his club at Wichita Falls, Texas. If he doesn’t 
do it then it may be one of our Atlantans or a lad from 
some other town, or it may be that Lawson Little, with 
his tremendous power, will trample the field and come 
through to that most remarkable of amateur records, 
four major titles in succession. 

It will be one to place below that most remarkable of them 
all, Bobby Jones’ four in one season, including both amateur 
and both open titles of the United States and England. 
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IT MAY BE YATES’ YEAR. 


There is no telling about the game of golf. 

Tomorrow morning as the cars and buses move 
pleasant Pepper Valley pike to the Country Club, some in- 
visible hand will turn on the pressure. They begin at 8 o’clock, 
Atlanta time, and well before noon the sceaciean will begin to 
arrive at the scoreboard. 

It might be Yates’ year. It is curious here, watch- 
ing the blue sky and the green turf and the fluttering 
flags of red, to speculate on it all. 

Watching golf one becomes more and more convinced of 
some destiny in it. The winner is the favored of the gods from 
the start of the tournament until his winning putt drops. And 
here: looking at these fine, eager kids and the veterans who 
stay with the amateur game, one wonders at which one the 
finger of fate is pointing. It might be Yates. 

Charlie Yates was a real figure in the tournament 
at Brookline last year. They were in the semi-finals and 
Willie Turnesa was Yates’ opponent. All he did was set 
a course record nine of 32. And Willie Turnesa then 
met Little but he had left his game there beating Yates 
and Little won.
